INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY JUNE 11, 2004 — 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 96 fires reported. Four large fires were contained, two
each in the Southern California and Rocky Mountain Areas. Very high to extreme fire indices were
reported in Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Kansas, Nevada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Texas and Utah.

SOUTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES:

THREE FORKS, Apache-Sitgreaves National Forest. A Type 2 Incident Management Team
(Kvale) is assigned. This fire is 11 miles west of Alpine, AZ in ponderosa pine and mixed conifer.
Active fire behavior with group torching and spotting up to one quarter mile ahead of the fire was
reported.

PEPPIN, Lincoln National Forest. This fire is six miles northeast of Capitan, NM in timber. Steep
terrain, poor accessibility, heavy fuel loading, prolonged drought and high winds continue to be
major concerns. Active fire behavior with uphill runs was observed.

KP, Apache-Sitgreaves National Forest. This fire is 20 miles south of Alpine, AZ in brush and
mixed conifer. Occasional torching on interior islands was observed. No further information was
received.

GREASEWOOD, White River Field Office, Bureau of Land Management. A Fire Use Management
Team (Cook) is assigned. This lightning—caused Wildland Fire Use (WFU) incident is being
managed to accomplish resource objectives. This fire is 17 miles southwest of Meeker, CO in
grass and sage brush. Active fire behavior with short crown runs and isolated torching was
reported. This will be the last narrative report unless significant activity occurs.

SAFENET

SAFENET is a form, and process, that provides a method for reporting unsafe situations on, or off,
the fireline. The information provided on the form will help collect important, safety-related data
to determine long-term trends and problem areas. A SAFENET may be filled out at any time to
report a valid concern about unsafe situations in fire operations, as well as document corrective
action.

& Discuss the methods for filing a SAFENET.

e Electronically (Access site through NIFC web site)
e By hardcopy (self-addressed, stamped forms available through the cache system).
e By phone (1-800-670-3938)

& Discuss advantages of filing a SAFENET through your supervisor versus sending it yourself.

e Increase the chances of finding an immediate solution.
e Keeps supervisor "in the loop."

& Discuss using SAFENET in situations other than fire.

e Prescribed fire
o All-risk
e Training

& Where does a SAFENET go, and what response can you expect?

e SAFENETSs are received and stored in a database in Boise. After a SAFENET is received,
the names are removed. It is then given a document number and posted to the web.

e Every new SAFENET is then forwarded to the affected agencies designated list of
contacts, which usually includes the National or Regional Safety Officer.

e It is each agency's responsibility to insure that corrective actions are taken.

& Corrective actions can be filed by anyone at any time. They are automatically attached to the
individual SAFENET on the database.

@& Discuss using SAFENET to monitor safety issues other firefighters may be having.
